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Since the Richmond program health education 
has not been operation long enough discuss any 
long-range results, the following report can only 
the specific activities carried out the 
health educator, her relation the work the health 
department, about which one may draw his own con- 
clusions. 

word about the city Richmond would help 
understanding the kind problems faced. Rich- 
mond was always industrial city. During the war 
however, due the Kaiser shipyards, there were more 
industrial jobs than inhabitants. The migration into 
the city was very great. Population increased from 
23,000 1941 110,000 the peak the war. Today 
the population remains about the same, some the 
population that has left being replaced with University 
California student veterans. The number indus- 
trial jobs has greatly dropped. 

The employment the health educator Richmond 
sponsored the Rosenberg Foundation, State 
Department Public Health, and the City Rich- 
mond Health Department. Naomi Malkin Hall joined 
the staff January 1946. 

After several weeks orientation was decided 
that the health department would work out the Evalu- 
ation Schedule the American Public Health Associa- 
tion for the year 1945. This had never before been 
done. The needs for doing this were evident. The survey 
point out the most urgent health problems. 
Would acquaint the health educator with the health 
department, community activities, and problems. Due 
short time (four weeks) that had for work- 
ing out the schedule, was decided obtain the help 
citizens the community. The more the staff thought 
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this method doing it, the better idea seemed. 
would give the public better understanding 
the health department and its problems; was good 
public relations; was good means informing the 
health problems; was perhaps way 
building core public leaders, well informed about 
the health department the entire staff would have 
important educational experience. 


HEALTH SURVEY COMMITTEE 


With this beginning, Health Survey Committee 
was organized, consisting representatives from 
least clubs and organizations including service clubs, 
churches, veterans organizations, labor groups, and the 
parent-teacher association. representative was sent 
from each group; each person was given job 
do, and data collect. The advantages doing the 
survey together with citizens the community imme- 
diately showed themselves. groups once 
began express interest asking the health depart- 
ment report the survey their organizations. 
Members the Health Survey Committee brought 
back news what was going their own groups. 
There was sense pride the participating citizens, 
having done job well. Working collect data 
proved definite learning experience for the 
citizens and the health department became them 


longer isolated part city government. 


tive spirit developed among the committee members. 

After the Evaluation Schedule was completed and 
sent into the American Public Health Association, the 
health department staff wrote summary the 
most important problems uncovered. The brochure was 
first sent each member the Health Survey Com- 
mittee let them see what they had accomplished.

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Soon after the distribution this brochure, the com- 
which the A.P.H.A. appraisal together with the health 
department evaluation were presented. this dinner 
meeting was decided that the Survey Committee 
should become permanent Richmond Citizens Health 
Committee, and that having helped the health depart- 
ment find and evaluate the health problems, the com- 
mittee should help solve them. 


WORK PERMANENT COMMITTEE 


The first project chosen was immunization 
campaign, since 1945 there were cases and three 
deaths from diphtheria. Such campaign has wide 
publicity appeal. The citizens committee became 
working committee under the guidance the health 
educator, and has done assisted the following 
activities preparation for the campaign: 


Obtaining volunteer helpers for the actual 
clinics. 


Acquainting their own organizations with the 
campaign. 


Publicity 


Posters distributed stores, churches, hous- 
ing areas. 


Leaflets distributed the Boy Scouts, air- 
plane, schools, churches.

Radio announcements over five Bay Area 
stations announcements local band leaders 
during their programs. 


News releases daily papers, labor journals, 
church letters, ete. 


Special Stunts—Sound truck, airplane drop- 
ping 


Finance. Obtained $350 from the Elks for pub- 
licity expenses. 

Before leaving the Health Committee should say 
that the committee and the health department staff 
have several other projects mind. These include 
campaign mass chest surveys and food handlers 
course. safe say that the committee will take 
active part all future projects the health depart- 
ment. 

Besides these two major activities the health 
educator, the following are some the other briefly 
enumerated activities.

REPORTABLE DISEASES CAUSE PERCENT 
STUDENT ILLNESS 


Only percent all school absences due illness 
are caused reportable diseases. 

This fact was revealed survey student illness 
six selected areas California conducted the 
Department Public Health during the 1945-46 school 
year. 

Schools the study group reported this depart- 
ment monthly, giving the number children absent 
from school due illness each month and the stated 
causes such illness. 

The survey was conducted with the realization that 
diagnosis many cases would depend the opinion 
parent teacher and would lack medical confir- 
mation. spite this, however, believed that 
the results the survey present picture which 
accurate when considering the broad classifications into 
which the illness falls, not precisely correct far 
diagnosis specific diseases concerned. 

total 159,826 children were reported 
absent 393,758 days during the school year. 

this study, 49.9 percent all absences were attri- 
buted respiratory infections nonreportable 
nature. Only percent all absences were due 
reportable diseases, while gastro-intestinal infection 
accounted for 7.4 percent the total. 

These figures emphasize the fact that present state 
laws which provide for emergency average daily 
attendance funds for schools only cases epidemic 
unusual duration and prevalence’’ are wholly inade- 
quate. Such law completely overlooks the more com- 
mon illnesses which cause children absent from 
school. This situation has led false emphasis 
attendance’’ school systems, despite the 
fact that the health the child often endangered 
inadequate rest and care during periods illness.
